ENGLISH LANGUAGE ONLY 


Teaching of Foreign Language No Longer 


Required in High Schools For Students 


Who Desire to Enter University. 


All high schools of the st£xe; includ- 


ing those that give no work in foreign 
language, will be accredited by the 
university hereafter as a result of the 
action just taken by the faculty of the 
University of Wisconsin. The only re- 
quirement is that the course of study 
of the high school be equal to that 
recommended for a four years' high 
school curriculum by the state super- 
intendent of public instruction, 
and 


that this course of study be given in a 
satisfactory manner. 
The graduates of 


such an approved school will be re- 
ceived by the university without exam- 
ination on the presentation of a certifi- 
cate showing the satisfactory comple- 
tion of fourteen required unit courses 
and containing the recommendation of 
the principal. 
Manual training will 


hereafter be credited as one unit to- 
ward entrance, and the studenrs -.vill be 
permitted to present one unit of op- 
tional study. Commercial subjects to 
the extent of one unit \\ill also be per- 
mitted as a part of the renuired work 
for entrance. History and science have 
been removed from the list of subjects 
required of all, and henceforth will be 
optional. 
Spanish will be credited for 


entrance and two years of Latin will 
likewise be accepted. 
The^e changes 


meet with the approval of the commit- 
tee of Wisconsin Principals" and Super- 
intendents' Association appointed at 
the last meeting of that body to confer 
with the university authorities in re- 
gard to the entrance requirements. 


The changes 
make 
the 
present 


scholastic system of requirements still 
more 
liberal. 
The 
groupings of 


accredited high schools into four class- 
es based upon the amount of foreign 
language offered is abolished, and all 
schools hereafter will be in the same 
class. 
The conditions for admission 


without foreign language have been so 
changed as to permit the student to 
offer as a part of the required units two 
optional units without manual training, 
or one optional unit with manual train- 
ing. 
The additions that have been 


made to the elective subjects that may 
be offered for entrance consist of 
Spanish, two units; comnx-rcial law, 
one-half unit; commercial geography, 
one-half unit: manual training or op- 
tional subject, one unit: mathematics 
increased from three to f'or units. 
The only subjects required of all are 
English and mathematics.

Madison.—Dr.- Chester A. Paull, who 


has been at the head of the Loornia 
sanitarium in Liberty county, New 
York, has been elected superintendent 
of the new state tuberculosis sanitari- 
um at Wales, Waukesha county. He 
is said to be a specialist in the treat- 
ment of consumption, and for several 
years has been an assistant of Dr. 
Herbert A. King, a noted specialist of 
the east. It is understood that the 
salary will be about |2,000. The state 
board of control, which has charge of 
the business management of the in- 
stitution, wiir definitely fix the sal- 
ary at its meeting here 
next week. 


The election of Dr. Paull was by the 
advisory board which has supervisory 
power over the institution and which 
consists of Drs. H. L. Russell and C. A. 
Harper of Madison, Gustave Schmitt 
of Milwaukee, A. P. Kellogg of Port- 
age, and F. C. Colter of Marinette. It 
is expected that the sanitarium will 
be opened about June 1. It has a ca- 
pacity of 100 patients and the maxi- 
mum length of time anyone can re- 
main there is six months. 
Only per- 


sons affected with the disease-in its 
incipient stages will be admitted. The 
charge for each inmate will be five 
dollars a week. The board of control 
has asked the legislature for an ap- 
propriation of |51,000 for current ex- 
penses of the institution during the 
coming two years. By the time the in- 
stitution is ready to be opened it will 
have cost the states about ?30,000.

Great Fortunes of 


Today Not Computed 


Under Nine Figures 


Not Far Behind Rockefeller, 
Who 


Confesses to a Quarter of a Billion, 
Come Not a Few Estates and Private 
Fortunes Which Run Into Nine 
Fig- 


ares—Impossible to Estimate Great- 
est Holdings—Andrew Carnegie, Sen- 
ator Clark, Mrs. Walker, the Astors 
and the Guggenheims, the Vander- 
bilts and the Goulds Probably Do Not 
Know What Sums Their Riches Reach 


New York.—John D. Rockefeller's 


fortune, according to Frederick T. 
Gates, his almoner, 
"cannot exceed 


$250,000,000 to 
$300,000,000." 
This 


statement was made on Mr. Rocke- 
feller's own estimate. While this fig- 
ure indicates a smaller sum than Mr. 
Rockefeller has been popularly sup- 
posed possessed of, it leaves him still 
the richest man in America, although 
many believe Senator William Clark 
may prove eventually to be the rich- 
est man in the United States. Owing 
to his great undeveloped mining prop- 
erties his fortune cannot be accurately 
estimated. 


Furthermore, great fortunes which 


may be placed in the same class as 
that of Mr. Rockefeller's are by no 
means infrequent. The great fortune 
of to-day hovers around the $100.000,- 
000 mark. Half a dozen men and es- 
tates are rated at sums ranging any- 
where from that figure to Mr. Rocke- 
feller's $300.000.000. Such fortunes are 
sufficiently numerous to fix the stand- 
ard in sums of nine figures. 


Mr. Carnegie's Vast Accumulation. 


When the Carnegie company was 


formed in New Jersey in March, 1900, 
as a preliminary to the formation of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
Mr. Carnegie was credited with $86,- 
382.000 in stock and $88,147,000 in 
bonds, or $174.529,000 in all. He re- 
tired from business in the following 
year. At that time his fortune was 
estimated at sums ranging from $166,- 
000.000 to $250,000,000, and his income 
at from $24,000,000 to $26,000,000 a 
year. 
His income is 
now 
about 


$15,000,000 a year, according to a re- 
cent estimate. Conceding that his in- 
come for six years has averaged $20,- 
000.000 or $120,000,000 in all, he could 
have given at least $100,000,000 with- 
out impairing his capital. 


Astor Millions Are Inherited. 


The Astors, Vanderbilts, Goelets and 


Goulds represent a class in which in- 
herited wealth has been preserved and 


given to John Jacob II. and $60,000,000 
to William. 
Bt>th devoted their 
at- 


tention, like their father, to the family 
real estate. When William died, in 
1892, he is said to have left about $.70,- 
000,000, although the fortunes of his 
wife, Mrs. Astor, and his son. the pres- 
ent John Jacob Astor, are now consid- 
ered larger. 


Although William Waldorf Astor is 


an Englishman by adoption his wealth 
represents an American fortune. His 
father is said to have bequeathed to 
him a fortune of between $100,000,000 
and $150,000,000. 
The present value 


of the William Waldorf Astor estate 
is fixed at the latter figures. 


How Vanderbilt Wealth Grew. 


Commodor Vanderbilt believed in 


the 
concentration 
of 
the 
family 


wealth in competent hands. He left 
$90,000,000, the bulk of his estate, to 
his son, William H. Vanderbilt, and 
one-half of the remaining $15,000,000 
to the latter's sons. When William H. 
Vanderbilt died in 1885 he had in- 
creased his inheritance to $200,000,000. 
His sons, William K. and Cornelius 
Vanderbilt the second, received $50,- 
000,000 each. Each of his eight chil- 
dern received $10,000,000, one-half in 
trust and $20,000,000 was distrubuted 
in private bequests. Thus theh two 
sons acquired an inheritance the pres- 
ent value of which is difficult to esti- 
mate. 


In this story of great wealth, two 


women appear as strangely pathetic 
figures. They are probably the richest 
women in the world, yet are radically 
different from each other. 
Each is 


well past the meridian of life and their 
money is more of a responsibility than 
a pleasure. One is Mrs. Russell Sage 
with at least $75,000,000. She has dif- 
ficulty in spending it. The other is 
Mrs. Anne Weightman Walker, with 
$120,000,000. She has to fight to keep 
it.

America's Richest Widow. 


The story of Mrs. Anne Weightman 


Walker's $120,000,000 is not without 
its elements of tragedy. Most of her 
fortune came from her father, \Villiain 
Weightman, of Philadelphia. Starting 
as a penniless boy in a laboratory, Mr. 
Weightman laid the foundation of his 
wealth in the quinine trade during the 
civil war and by introducing sugar 
coated quinine pills. It was swelled 
rapily by real estate investments in 
the heart of Philadelphia, including a 
theater, hotels, office buildings, and 
business and residential blocks. 


His friends were amazed when he 


died, leaving his entire fortune, except 
for a few small bequests, to Mrs. Wal- 
ker, his daughter. 


There were absolutely no restrictions 


on her use of the money. The will 
contained no charitable bequests. His 
other descendants were practically 
ignored in the will.

Equal- 
ly hazardous would be an estimate of 
the wealth of Kdward 11. llarriman, 
the giant of Wall street, and master 
of U'.i.OUO miles of railroads extending 
from ocean to ocean, and valued »t 
more than $2,000,000,000. 
A man of 


nearly 00 years, taciturn, secretive, 
even among his associates, unosten- 
tatious in his many benefactions, Mr. 
liarriman's wealth has been estimated 
at $150.000,000. Probably no one but 
himself knows how nearly his for- 
tune approximates this sum. 


Great Gould and Field Estates. 


The estate of Marshall Field, the 


great merchant, has been valued at 
more than $100,000,000. and this is con- 
sidered a conservative estimate. The 
stores belonging to the estate in Chi- 
cago transact business amounting to 
more than $50,000.000 a year. 
The 


real estate includes not less than 20 
building sites in the heart of Chicago, 
block after block of land near the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, hundreds of acres 
in the Calumet region, further south, 
and iron lauds in Michigan. Of the 
stocks are large holdings in the Bal- 
timore & Ohio, Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul and Chicago & Northwestern. 


Jay Gould followed the example of 


the Vanderbilts and Astors in seeking 
to concentrate and conserve his vast 
fortune. It consisted chiefly of stocks 
and bonds of the various corporations 
in which he was interested when he 
died, 15 years ago. They bad at that 
time a market value of $81,000,000. 
His real estate was valued at $2,000,- 
000. 
The net value of the estate was

Hetty Green's Millions Grow. 


A third woman must be added to

Green has passed her three score 
years and ten. and spent more than 40 
years in active business life. She is 
probably the second richest woman in 
the country, her wealth being estimat- 
ed at 
$100,000,000. 
She inherited 


$6.000,000 in 1865 from her father, a 
whaler of New Bedford, Mass. 
An 


aunt subsequently 
added 
$6,000.000 


more. She nearly doubled it before 
she married Edward H. Green. Her 
most important property is the Chem- 
ical National bank and her heirs are 
her two children.

Howland 


Robinson Green, who lives in Texas, 
and Miss Sylvia Green. Mrs. Green's 
frugal life, her skill as a financier, her 
ability as a money lender, and many 
eccentricities have resulted in in- 
numerable anecdotes that have made 
her personality familiar. 


Millions from Railroad Deals. 


James J. Hill, president of the Great 


Northern railroad, and 
one of the 


masters of American railroads, is re- 
puted to be worth $100.000.000. He is 
6S years old. and owns transportation 
facilities covering almost the entire 
continent and steamship lines to the 
orient. His rise has been swift and 
comparatively recent. He saw hi? first 
opportunity in 1S79. when he cained 
control of the St. Paul & Pacific rail- 
road, reorganized it. and started to 
develop the northwest. 
In 1J9.1 he 


completed the Great Northern to the 
Pacific roast, with its 6.000 mil<\> of 
lines and 1.000 miles of yards and sid- 
ings. H^ owns a superb fleet of steam- 
shij.s on the great lakes, including the 
boats of the Northern 
Steamship 


company. 


Several of the great fortunes of the 


country must remain largely a matter 
of speculation. To this class belong 
the accumulations of ,T. Pierpont Mor- 
san, H. H. Rogers, and E. H. Hani- 
man. 
Mr. Morgan's fortune wnr« r=~ 


ccnlly estimated at $50,000,000, but 


$77,000,000. This money was placed in 
trust under certain conditions for his 
children. 


Senator Clark's New Palace. 


Another multi-millionaire from the 


west is Claus Spreckles, the sugar re- 
finer of San Francisco, for many years 
known as "the Sugar King of the 
Hawaiian Islands." He is generally 
credited with being worth about $50,- 
000,000. He joined the so-called "mil- 
lionaires' colony "-on upper Fifth ave- 
nue last August, when he purchased 
the marble house of Isaac Stern, near 
Sixty-seventh street. 


No residence in this neighbornood 


attracts more attention than the elab- 
orate, even fantastic, mansion of Sen- 
ator William A. Clark. Fifth avenue 
and Seventy-seventh street. 
It has 


been in course of construction since 
1S99. Its cost has been estimated at 
sums ranging from $3,000,000 to $5,- 
000.000. Senator Clark, the "Copper 
King" of Butte. will add a unique per- 
sonality to the millionaires of New 
York. His purchases of pictures have 
attracted no less attention than his 
business and political contests. A re- 
cent estimate of Senator Clark's for- 
tune at something over $150.000,000 
was considered not excessive. 


Two Great Foreign Fortunes. 


Passing to the great fortunes abroad, 


the Rothschild millions appear as a 
Colossus, to be measured with a foot- 
rule. Their united properties pass far 
beyond the hundred millions. 
In 12 


years they loaned nearly $450.000.000 
to European governments. 
Some idea. 


of their riches may be gained from the 
fact that since 1815 they have raised 
for Great Britain more than $1.000.- 
000.000: for Austria. I250.CC2.000; for 
Prussia. 
$200.000.000: 
for France. 


$400,000.000; for Italy nearir $300,000.- 
000. 
and for Russia more than $1?5,- 


| 000.000.

Compared with American fortunes, 


most of the other estates held in Eu- 
rope seem small indeed. The property 
of the Duke of Portland, for example, 
is the second in point of importance in 
England. His ^states comprise 1^3.200 
acres, including the famous WcJheck 
Abbey and Sherwood. Forest, and Ixvn- 
don properties in and around Recent, 
\Velbeck and Wimpole streets. Caven- 
dish square and Portland road. 
The 


duke's income is estimated at $1.500,- 
000 a year.
